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COMPANY MEETING 
IMPERIAL BANK OF IRAN 


SIR HUGH S. BARNES’S REVIEW 


The Forty-seventh Ordinary General Meeting of the Imperial 
Bank of Iran was held on July 3 at Southern House, Cannon 
Street, London, E.C. 

Sir Hugh S. Barnes, K.C.8.I., K.C.V.O. (the chairman), 
presiding, said :— 

You will observe that the balance-sheet total is again increased, 
by some £700,000 this year, notwithstanding the rise in the 
adjustment rate from 66 rials per pound sterling last year to 
80 rials this year. Deposits are increased by £500,000 and 
acceptances by £350,000. The increase under acceptances repre- 
sents increased guarantees in respect of contracts for construction 
work on the ‘l'rans-Iranian Railway. Bills payable, contin- 
gencies, endorsements, and sums due to other banks are down by 
£182,000, which is largely accounted for by the difference in 
the rate of exchange. 


ASSETS ITEMS 


On the assets side of the balance-sheet, cash in hand, at 
bankers and at short notice, shows a reduction of £176,500, 
which is due partly to the difference in the rate of exchange 
and partly to the increased employment of our resources in 
Iran to which I made reference last year. Investments show 
a decrease of some £300,000, the whole of which is accounted 
for by a portion of the increase in bills discounted, loans and 
advances, and sums due from other banks. 

The profit and loss account shows very little variation from 
last year’s figures. After making ample provision for income 
tax and for bad and doubtful debts, our profit amounts to 
£75,786 7s. 10d., which is practically the same as last year. 


INCREASED GOVERNMENT CONTROL 


In March last we closed down our small branch at Pehlevi. 
We have now seventeen offices in Iran and two in Iraq. With 
the increased Government control of items of foreign trade and 
the formation of syndicates and companies with the support 
of the Government for all important branches of commerce, 
business tends to be centralised more than formerly at the 
capital. All important exports, and all important imports 
except tea and motor vehicles, are now under Government 
monopoly and are entrusted to joint-stock companies. Corporate 
industrial enterprise with Government support has gone ahead 
by leaps and bounds. There are now registered in Iran—so 
we are told—no fewer than 900 companies. The more important 
of these are engaged in spinning and weaving cotton and wool. 

The Government is engaged on the construction of a new 
deep-water port at Nou Shahr, on the Caspian Sea. It is in 
this neighbourhood that the new modern hotel, which I men- 
tioned two years ago, has been built, and both hotel and port 
are connected with Teheran by an excellent road through the 
Elburz Mountains. 


TRANS-IRANIAN RAILWAY 


The Trans-Iranian Railway makes good progress, and it is 
expected that the northern section will be completed by May, 
1937, and the southern section by May, 1939. The line is 
actually working for 135 miles from Bandar Shah, on the Caspian 
Sea, towards Teheran, and for 193 miles from Bandar Shahpour, 
on the Persian Gulf, northwards. The remainder of the northern 
section to Teheran and a further 224 miles of the southern 
section are already under construction or have been contracted 
for, leaving a distance of some 160 miles only in the southern 
section for which tenders have not yet been submitted. It is 
estimated that this great undertaking will have cost something 
like £30 millions by the time it is completed. 


RESTORATION OF CAPITAL 


Y now come to the circular enclosed in our report in which 
‘we announce that we have applied to the Treasury for a 
‘Supplemental Charter restoring our capital to the original figure 
of £1 million. This we propose to do by utilising the £200,000 
received from the Iranian Government for the surrender of our 
note issue, plus a sum of £150,000 from our special provision 
for contingencies, which we no longer require. You are not 
required to vote on this — to-day, for we have not yet 
received the Supplemental Charter. As stated in our circular, 
if and when it is received an extraordinary meeting will be 
called and you will be asked to accept it. 

Meanwhile, for your information, I may mention the reasons 
which have led us to this decision. By our original Charter 
and our Deed of Settlement we were required to keep a 
metallic reserve equal to at least one-third of our note issue, 
and the uncovered amount of our notes in circulation was not 
ko exceed the capital of the bank—£650,000. At the time the 
mote issue was taken over by the Government this amount was 
in effect a substantial addition to our working resources in 
Iran. We received only £200,000 for the surrender of the note 
issue, but that sum is obviously a capital asset and should be 
retained in our business. So, after careful consideration, we 
felt we could not do better than give formal effect in the 
balance sheet to the recovery of the capital loss suffered by 
our shareholders in 1894. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 





COMPANY MEETING 


NATIONAL BANK OF NEW ZEALAND 
IMPROVED OVERSEAS TRADE 


The Sixty-fourth Ordinary General Meeting of The National 
Bank of New Zealand, Limited, was held yesterday at 8, Moor- 
gate, London, E.C. 

Sir Austin E. Harris, K.B.E. (the chairman) after dealing with 
the accounts, said :— 

The net profit of £102,594, after providing fully for bad and 
doubtful debts, shows a very slight decrease of £355 as com- 
pared with last year. I think we did as well as could be ex- 
pected in the difficult circumstances prevailing. We have already 
paid an interim dividend in sterling at the rate of 4 per cent. 
per annum free of income tax, after allocating the usual sum of 
£14,000 to Pension and Gratuity Funds and placing £10,000 to 
Premises Account, we propose to pay a final dividend at the 
same rate, leaving £113,959 to be carried forward as against 
£115,365 last year. 

I am in a position, on the direct authority of the New Zealand 
Government, to reaffirm quite definitely that there is not, and 
never has been, any intention on their part to interfere in any 
way with the service and terms of the loans domiciled in 
Enyland. 

Once again I have to tell you that the Banks are still without 
any relief from the heavy burden of taxation. Very strong 
representations were made to the last Government and have been 
— to the present Minister of Finance, but so far without 
avail. 

Our experience during the past year under the governing con- 
ditions has not been unsatisfactory, and without being unduly 
optimistic, I may say that on all sides there has been a sub- 
stantial increase in internal business, accompanied by a healthy 
improvement in the Dominion’s overseas trade. The wool season 
just closed has been an excellent one; meat prices have been 
maintained at a remunerative level, while dairy produce prices 
also showed a satisfactory measure of recovery, and there has 
been an expansion of banks’ advances which is another healthy 
sign. 

With the present definite signs of trade improvement we might 
normally expect a reasonably good year, but our ability to make 
profits may well be affected by the extent to which the Govern- 
ment proposals encroach upon banking business. We know that 
difficulties must be encountered, but we shall continue to do our 
best to secure the interests, both of our customers and our share- 
holders. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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Summary 


Wholesale Prices in June (Page 47) 


For the first time this year the average level 
showed an appreciable movement in June, rising to 
0°8 per cent. above May and to 4°6 per cent. above 
June of last year, the respective index numbers 
being 92-6, 91-9 and 88°5. Food prices rose by 12 
per cent., and industrial materials and manufactures 
by 0°5 per cent. as compared with May; the index 
number of industrial materials was the highest 
recorded since October last. 


British Trade with Switzerland (Page 50) 


With about 35 per cent. of Swiss imports the 
United Kingdom is not concerned, and of the 
balance, writes the Commercial Secretary to the 
British Legation at Berne, approximately 54 per 
cent. is for goods the import of which is restricted 
and for some 11 per cent. unrestricted. While the 
immediate future holds little prospect for a large 
increase in the total purchase of United Kingdom 
goods, Switzerland is still a good market for certain 
specialities, there is no economic objection to reason- 
able trade expansion, business is not hampered by 
exchange restrictions or clearing account considera- 
tions, and there is a good disposition towards United 
Kingdom products. 


Foreign Exchanges in June (Page 52) 


The appreciation of sterling in terms of the various 
gold currencies which occurred in May continued 
up to about mid-June, and the French franc, the 
belga and the United States dollar touched the 
highest points since July, 1934, September, 1931, 
and August, 1934, respectively. The movement was 
reversed in the second half of the month. Sterling 
gained on balance 0-7, 0°4 and 0-2 per cent. respec- 
tively in relation to the lira, belga and reichsmark, 
and lost 1:1 and 0°5 per cent. respectively to the 
Swiss franc and Dutch florin and 0°3 per cent. to the 
French franc and Spanish peseta. The pound 
gained 0-4 per cent. in relation to both the United 
States and the Canadian dollar.

The average of wholesale prices showed for the first 
time this year an appreciable movement in June. As 
there is normally a decline in prices during January 
to May, the absence of movement hitherto this year 
has represented a rising tendency in prices. This trend 
continued in June. The index number for that month 
(92:6) was 0°8 per cent. higher than that for May and 
46 per cent. higher than a year ago. Food prices rose 


»by 1:2 per cent., this movement being largely 


seasonal, and industrial materials and manufactures 


) by 05 per cent. as compared with May, the index 


number for the former group (89°3) being the highest 
recorded since October, 1935. 


The re-grouping of industrial materials and manu- 
factures (excluding fuel) into basic materials, inter- 
mediate products and manufactured articles shows a 
slight decline, compared with May, in the first group, 
an increase of about one-half of one per cent. for the 
second group, and an increase of over 1 per cent. for 
manufactured articles. The index for building 
materials also rose by over 1 per cent. Compared with 
June, 1935, basic materials rose by about 9} per cent., 
intermediate products by about 5 per cent., and manu- 
factured articles by over 84 per cent. Building 
materials were 24 per cent. dearer than a year earlier. 


Food prices rose during the first two weeks of the 
month and declined in the last week; industrial 
materials showed slight increases in the first three 
weeks and an appreciable increase, spread over most 
of the groups, in the last week.

As compared with May, increases of about 34 per 
cent. were shown for both meat, fish and eggs and 
other food and tobacco, but cereals declined by nearly 
4 per cent. Among industrial materials, cotton rose 
by 2 per cent., while wool and ‘‘ other textiles ”’ 
declined by about 14 and one-half of one per cent., 
respectively. Iron and steel prices continued the 
upward trend which commenced a year ago, the in- 
crease in June being about 1} per cent., the largest 
recorded for any month. There was an increase of 
about one-half of one per cent. for both chemicals and 
oils and the miscellaneous group and a decline of 2 per 
cent. for non-ferrous metals. 


Compared with June, 1935, each group showed an 
increase, the largest rise among industrial materials 
being in respect of wool (nearly 14 per cent.) and, in 
the food groups, that for other food and tobacco (5 per 
cent.). 


MoveEMEnNT oF Commopity PrRIcEs 


The tables on pages 48 and 49 show the average 
monthly wholesale prices of 120 principal commodities 
included in the index. 


Comparing the prices in June with the averages for 
the preceding month, and considering only those com- 
modities quotations for which are included in the table, 
English (Gazette average) barley declined by 144 per 
cent. and Californian barley by 5 per cent. In the 
case of the former the price was about the same as in 
June, 1935. Oatmeal was 3 per cent. cheaper, and 
there were smaller decreases for rice and flour. All 
descriptions of meat included in the calculation, with 
the exception of Danish bacon, were dearer in June 
than in May, the principal increases being in respect of 
Argentine chilled beef, hinds (13 per cent.) and fores 
(74 per cent.), and Scotch beef (9 per cent.). Eggs 
were a little cheaper and fish 24 per cent. dearer. 
Among other foods, New Zealand and Danish butter 
advanced by 15 and 114 per cent., and there was an 
increase of 7} per cent. for New Zealand cheese. 
Cocoa was 7 per cent. dearer and coffee and tea 
cheaper by 74 and 34 per cent., respectively. The 
change over from old to new potatoes led to an increase 
of 40 per cent. in the quotations for potatoes on the 
London market. 


Among the industrial materials and manufactures 
included in the table, coal prices were practically un- 
changed, while in the iron and steel group all quota-

tions were either maintained or advanced, with but two 
exceptions. There were increases of about 7 per cent, 
each for joists and boiler plates and of 5}, 44 and 34 
per cent., respectively, for ship plates, billets, and tin- 
plate and sheet bars; West Coast hematite pig iron 
cheapened by 44 per cent. Of the non-ferrous metals, 
tin and zinc were 84 and 4 per cent. cheaper, respec- 
tively. Increases were recorded for all the cotton 
items, the largest being in respect of American raw 
cotton (6 per cent.) and American yarns, 32’s twist 
(84 per cent.). The price of American raw cotton 
reached 7d. per lb. on June 19 for the first time since 
July, 1935. Raw wool declined by 24 per cent., 
merino tops by 3} per cent., and crossbred Colonial 
tops and noils each by 3 per cent. There was an in- 
crease of 54 per cent. for hemp and a fall of 64 per 
cent. for jute. In the chemicals and oils group, kero- 
sene advanced by 3} per cent. and palm kernel oil by 
3 per cent. In the other articles group, chemical wood 
pulp (sulphate, easy bleaching) rose by 8 per cent., and 
goatskins declined by 6 per cent. Building deal 
advanced in price by 10s. per standard (3} per cent.). 


With regard to commodities, the prices of which are 
included in the compilation of the index but are not 
shown in the accompanying table, the largest varia- 
tions in the food groups were seasonal movements in 
the prices of fruit and vegetables. Increases of 45 and 
32 per cent. were recorded for potatoes on the Birming.- 
ham market and tomatoes, and decreases of 28 and 
15 per cent. for oranges and apples. Australian butter 
advanced in price by 14 per cent. Among the indus- 
trial materials and manufactures not included in the 
table there was an increase of 74 per cent. for steel 
angles. 


A comparison of the 200 price averages for June 
with those relating to May shows 77 increases and 51 
decreases, articles of food accounting for 31 of the 
former and 29 of the latter. Of the increases for food 
17 were of less than 5 per cent., 7 were of between 
5 and 10 per cent., 3 were of between 10 and 15 per 
cent., and the other four were 15, 32, 40 and 45 per 
cent.; of the decreases 19 were of less than 5 per cent., 
5 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 3 of between 10 
and 15 per cent., and the other two 15 and 28 per 
cent. 


The averages for industrial materials and manufac- 
tures show 46 increases, 37 of which were under 5 per 
cent. and 9 of between 5 and 10 per cent., and 22 
decreases, 20 being under 5 per cent., and 2 of between 
5 and 10 per cent. 


SWITZERLAND 
AND FOREIGN TRADE 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


As pointed out in previous Reports, *writes the 
Commercial Secretary to the British Legation, Berne, 
the main internal factors affecting the economic situa- 
tion in Switzerland are the adherence to the gold stan- 
dard, the receipt of interest on foreign investments 
and the general banking situation. Unfortunately, at 
the commencement of 1935 there was considerable un- 
certainty concerning all these three factors. There 
was uncertainty as to the result of the vote which was 
to take place on June 2 on the “ Initiative de Crise,’’ 
the adoption of which, it was contended by Govern- 
ment and other circles, would ultimately have led to 
devaluation of currency. 


Although the commercial relations with Germany 
had been partially stablised by a clearing agreement, 
the latter had involved considerable sacrifices by Swiss 
holders of German investments. The best that can 
be said for the agreement from the Swiss point of view 
is that it brought about a temporary stability at a

very critical time and avoided the chaos which might 
have followed the breakdown of negotiations and the 
absence of any agreement. The activities of the large 
commercial banks were on the decline and their profits 
had been reduced by losses on their investments 
abroad, particularly in Germany. These banks were also 
being made the subject of attacks in Socialist news- 
papers. In addition to the above, there was increased 
unemployment and a growing demand for subsidies 
by depressed industries. The deficits of the Federal 
and Cantonal Governments, Federal Railways and 
Communes tended to increase. 


Tne ATTACK ON THE FRANC 


The unfavourable atmosphere thus created was 
exploited to the full by foreign speculators, who com- 
mencéd in March a serious attack against the Swiss 
franc. These speculators had, however, overlooked 
the strength of the position of the National Bank, the 
financial reserves of the country as a whole and the 
general support given by the Government and the 
people to the maintenance of the franc on its existing 
standard. The National Bank was easily able to meet 
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the demand for gold, and the Government announced 
definitely that they would maintain the currency at 
all costs. Eventually speculators retired, having in- 
curred heavy losses. 


The attack against the Swiss franc entirely changed 
the financial situation. Previously the financial 
market had been very liquid, and the Government had 
successfully converted 5 per cent. railway bonds 
amounting to 200 million francs to 34 per cent. bonds. 
After the attack, however, there was a shortage of 
liquid funds due fo heavy withdrawals mainly on 
foreign account. The National Bank had to increase 
its discount rate to 24 per cent. The market value for 
Government securities slumped severely and at one 
time yielded over 5 per cent. interest. At the end of 
the year some communal loans yielded up to 7 per 
cent. New Cantonal issues giving a yield from 4 to 
48 per cent. also failed to find adequate support, and 
the hopes of the Federal Government for reduction of 
interest rates, which they regarded as being essential 
for economic recovery, were dashed to the ground. 


The continuance of the depression brought about a 
few further bank failures, but the general uncertainty 
which had arisen regarding the Swiss banking system 
was relieved to a very large extent by the passing of 
the Federal Act on Banks and Savings Banks. 


RECURRENCE OF FINANCIAL UNEASINESS 


During the latter part of the year considerable un- 
easiness again arose regarding the financial situation 
and the possibility of devaluation of the currency 
began to be discussed once more. The Government, 
however, reiterated its determination to maintain the 
value of the Swiss franc, and in response to consider- 
able agitation undertook to introduce a financial pro- 
gramme to restore a balanced Budget. It was not, 
however, until the end of January, 1936, that a satis- 
factory scheme obtained the approval of both Houses 
of Parliament. The passing of the scheme was 
followed immediately by an increase in the market 
price of Government securities and considerable im- 
provement in the eapital market. In March the 
Government was able to arrange for the conversion of 
a railway loan amounting to 175 million francs, which 
would have fallen due in August. 


In addition to the new financial programme which is 
to restore the balanced Budget, it is claimed that the 
measures which have been introduced to control 
foreign trade have brought about the balance of pay- 
ments in Switzerland’s trade and financial relations 
with foreign countries. However, although this may 
be the case, this has only been possible with a serious 
decrease of imports and exports. But whereas Swiss 
imports from the United Kingdom declined from 90-9 
million franes to 76°3 million frances, Swiss exports to 
the United Kingdom decreased only from 83°6 to 77-9 
million franes, and there was a visible trade balance 
in favour of Switzerland of 16 million frances. There 
is no doubt that there is a potential market for certain 
United Kingdom goods which cannot be exploited 
owing to import restrictions. The general decline of 
exports and reduced income from Swiss investments 
abroad tend to restrict the total volume of imports. 


With regard to social conditions, there was an in- 
crease in the cost of living of two points, mainly due to 
the rise in the price of foodstuffs, 


Unemployment has increased and although there 
has been a reduction in the salaries of the civil ser- 
vants, bank employees and among certain workmen, 
particularly those employed in industries catering for 
export trade, the rigidity of the general wage system is 
very apparent and Swiss workers are still very dis- 
inclined to reduce their general standard of living. In 
consequence it will be difficult to reduce manufacturing 
costs in order to make them more in conformity with 
those existing generally throughout the world. Switzer- 
land is, however, now being forced to take steps to 
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reduce her costs of production, but whether she will be 
able to do this by the slow policy of deflation, or even- 
tually will have to resort to revaluation of the franc, it 
is difficult to state, as Switzerland, which is a small 
country with only four million inhabitants, is naturally 
dependent upon general world conditions. 


ForrIGN TRADE 


Swiss foreign trade in 1935 was characterised by a 
marked decrease in the volume of total trade and a 
similar retrogressive movement in the country’s 
adverse balance. Imports, at 1,283-3 million francs, 
declined by 151-2 million frs., and exports, at 822-0 
million frs., by 22-3 million frs., as compared with the 
previous year, the total for imports being the lowest 
on record since the war. The reduction of Switzer- 
land’s adverse balance to 461°3 million frs. was due 
principally to the sharp contraction in import trade. 


Coal imports decreased from 1,900,296 tons, valued 
at 50°7 million frs. in 1934, to 1,797,248 tons and 42:3 
million frs.; those of coke increased from 742,828 to 
811,601 tons, but fell in value from 23-3 to 20-1 million 
frs. Imports of briquettes increased slightly in weight 
but declined in value, the figures being respectively 
478,486 tons and 13-9 million frs., as against 474,728 
tons and 14:6 million frs. As a result of the Germano- 
Swiss Tourist Agreement and the return of the Saar 
to Germany, purchases of coal from Germany rose 
from 455,175 tons in 1934 to 841,478 (provisional 
figures) in 1935, while those of coke increased from 
468,959 to 558,876 tons. On the other hand, pur- 


chases of coal from the United Kingdom fell from 
313,561 to 251,926 tons and those of coke from 51,410 
to 28,115 tons. The greater part of the coal used for 
domestic purposes came from Germany, as did also 
50 per cent. of the coal used by the Swiss gas works, 
industries and transport undertakings. 


Imports of manufactured goods showed a general 
decrease, the most noteworthy decline being in regard 
to machinery (— 10°8 million frs.) and motor cars 
(— 8-0 million frs. and 1,318 cars less). The United 
States, France and the United Kingdom were the 
countries most affected by the decrease in imports of 
finished cars (—1,166, —509 and —158 cars respec- 
tively), while purchases from Germany and from Italy 
went up by 246 and 10 cars respectively. There was a 
decline also in chassis imports from the United States, 
the United Kingdom, Italy and France. 


Imports of cotton goods fell from 4,639 to 3,751 
tons and those of cotton yarns from 3,218 to 3,083 
tons. Imports of rayon declined from 2,892 to 2,459 
tons, and those of silk fabrics from 1,535 to 1,325 tons. 
There was an increase in imports of flax and hemp, 
which rose from 1,478 to 3,591 tons, and of jute, which 
increased from 573 to 1,230 tons. There was also an 
increase in respect of heavy woollen fabrics, imports 
of which rose from 698 to 707 tons. 

There was a decrease in imports of iron and steel, 
tools, screws, rivets, ranges, etc., but a slight rise in 
those of tinplate, iron pipes, iron furniture and articles 
made of aluminium. 


As regards the export trade, the general tendency 
was towards a decline. In the textile branch the only 
items to show a slight increase (in weight) were 
‘* plumetis ’’ embroideries, dyed and thrown silks, 
pure silk made up for retail sale, wool waste and sliver 
and straw hat shapes. In the metal branch there was 
an improvement in exports of files, screws, copper 
cables and tinfoil. Aluminium in bars rose, and there 
was a slight increase in exports of aluminium wares. 
There was an increase in exports of printing 
machinery, hydraulic engines, gas engines, machine 
tools and cards. Exports of heavy commercial vehicles 
and of chassis rose. There was an increase in exports 
of the watch-making industry and in those of the 
pharmaceutical and perfumery branches. A sharp 
decline took place in exports of live cattle.

From 1932 to 1934 imports from the United King- 
dom tended to increase, and during 1934 were 15 per 
cent. below that of the peak year 1930. On the other 
hand, Swiss exports to the United Kingdom have 
declined to below one-third of the 1930 exports. 
Although formerly the balance of trade was in Switzer- 
land’s favour, during 1933 and 1934 it was adverse. 
During 1935 it again became favourable. Taking into 
account, however, invisible exports such as tourist 
traffic, there is now a good balance of payments in 
favour of Switzerland. Nevertheless, the loss of such 
a large volume of direct trade with the United King- 
dom is perturbing to the Swiss authorities. 

















The slightly increased import trade from the United 
Kingdom during 1934 was of interest, particularly in 
view of the quota restrictions. The decreaséd imports 
during 1935 were due particularly to the decline in the 
value of imports of sugar, cotton fabrics, coal, lino- 
leum, glycerine and certain textile machinery. As 
compared with 1934, however, the loss of United 
Kingdom trade during 1935 was 14 million frs. During 
the same year Germany’s loss of trade was 50 million 
frs., France’s 23 million frs. and Italy’s 25 million frs. 


PROSPECTS FOR THE SALE OF UniTED Kincpom Goops 


The Commercial Secretary states in his Report that 
the United Kingdom is not concerned with approxi- 
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mately 85 per cent. of Swiss imports; for instance, in 
such commodities as wheat, timber, etc., and that of 
the balance of 65 per cent. approximately 54 per cent, 
is for goods the import of which is restricted and the 
balance unrestricted. Of the former, during 1934 the 
United Kingdom obtained 9:19 per cent. and of the 
latter 9°25 per cent. The maintenance and improve- 
ment of this trade therefore merits every attention, 


The adoption of import restrictions and the setting 
up of clearing accounts has, however, tended to 
stabilise Switzerland’s foreign trade with other coun- 
tries, and in consequence United Kingdom manufac. 
turers have very often been debarred from exploiting 
their competitive power for many products. For in- 
stance, the import restrictions introduced during 1935 
and late 1934, on rubberised fabrics, plastic products 
and men’s cotton waterproof garments and _ the 
tightening up of import restrictions on mixed rayon 
goods, mixed silk goods, safety razor blades, printing, 
writing, letter and drawing paper and suits made to 
measure, prevented United Kingdom firms from 
extending their exports of these commodities to this 
country. Further, many Swiss firms who have desired 
to change their sources of supply have been unable to 
do so, because of the impossibility of obtaining a quota 
to import the goods from another foreign country. 


The immediate future holds little prospect for a large 
general increase in the total purchases of United 
Kingdom goods. It must not, however, be overlooked 
that Switzerland is still a good market for certain 
specialities, and that the United Kingdom is one of 
the few countries with which Switzerland now has a 
real trade balance in her favour, that is, including 
visible and invisible imports and exports. There is, 
therefore, no economic objection to a reasonable trade 
expansion, particularly in unrestricted commodities. 
Further, trade is not hampered by financial restrictions 
on exchange or the necessity of arranging finance 
through a clearing account. Lastly, there is a good 
disposition towards United Kigndom goods and a 
desire to develop trade with the United Kingdom as 
far as possible.

The appreciation of sterling in terms of the various 
gold currencies (including the United States dollar) 
which occurred during May continued up to about 
mid-June, the movement being most marked in 
the first week of the month. The rate for the 
French franc on June 16 (763) was the highest 
recorded since July, 1934, and that for the belga on 
June 16 (29°83) the highest since September, 1931, 
while the rate for the United States dollar on June 17 
(5-044) was the highest since August, 1934. During 
the second half of the month the movement was 
reversed, local currencies gaining as compared with 
the pound. On balance during June sterling appre- 
ciated by 0°7, 0-4 and 0:2 per cent., respectively, in 
relation to the lira, belga and reichsmark, and depre- 
ciated, in comparison with the Swiss franc and Dutch 
florin, by 1:1 and 0°5 per cent., respectively, and with 
the French france and Spanish peseta by 0°3 per cent. 
There was little change in relation to the Czechoslovak 
crown.

In comparison with the French franc, the Dutch 
florin was at a small premium throughout June, while 
the Swiss franc improved during the month from a 
discount of about one-half of one per cent. to a rate 
representing a small premium. On July 2 Swiss francs 
were again at a small discount. The rates for lire and 
Spanish pesetas showed no change in June. Belgas 
declined somewhat during the second half of the 
month. 


The pound, which was quoted at a discount of about 
39 per cent. on May 28, gained about one-half of one 
per cent. in the first half of June, but declined a little 
in the last week; on July 2 it was again at a discount 
of about 39 per cent. The United States dollar was 
quoted at a discount of about 40°5 per cent. up to 
June 25, when the rate showed a discount of 40°6 per 
cent.

NEW ORDER-IN-COUNCIL: VANITY CASES, 
LIPSTICK HOLDERS, ETC.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
CANES 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 7) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1936, No. 654), authorising, under the Second 
Schedule to the Import Duties Act, 1932, the allow- 
ance of drawback of Customs duties as from July 38, 
1936, in respect of canes (including rattans) which 
have not undergone any process of manufacture, and 
split cane not further prepared than bleached. 


The re-export trade concerned, which mainly 
consists of canes and rattans in their natural state, 
has fallen off in recent years, and British merchants 
endeavouring to extend their business in export 
markets are at a disadvantage with foreign competitors 
who pay little or no duty on the import of the natural 
canes into their own countries,

PAPER YARN FABRIC 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 14) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1936, No. 655), which imposes upon fabrics, imported 
as such, of a weight exceeding 12 ozs. to the square 
yard, consisting wholly or partly of paper yarn, 
whether coated or otherwise treated or not, a duty of 
4d. per square yard as an alternative to the present 
aggregate duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem, 


The Order took effect from July 3, 1936. 


In their Recommendation the Committee say that 
the use of the fabric in the production of furniture 
such as chairs and linen baskets has grown in popular 
favour in recent years. Outlets for the product are 
also being found in other directions. Some expansion 
of the home production of the fabric has taken place, 
but progress is now being detrimentally affected by 
foreign competition, foreign fabric being imported at 
prices at which the British goods cannot compete. 


In so far as the Committee’s Recommendation is 
concerned with material composed only partly of paper 
yarn, it is limited to fabric in which the value of the 
other material also used in its manufacture does not 
exceed 50 per cent. of the total value of the fabric.

GUIDE TO CURRENT OFFICIAL STATISTICS 


To-day, as never before, it is realised that before 
social phenomena can be understood they must be 
measured. The means of measurement are provided 
by the multitudinous statistics now available on all 
kinds of subjects; among these a leading place is taken 
by the hundreds of volumes produced every year by 
H.M. Stationery Office. 


It has long been recognised, both in official circles 
and by the private consumer of statistics, that this 
immense body of material cannot be utilised to the 
best advantage without the aid of an alphabetical 
index which arranges the statistics under subject 
headings and indicates the time and place to which 
they relate and the degree of detail in which they are 
analysed.

ROAD CONSTRUCTION IN ARGENTINA 


It was officially stated in October, 1935, on the third 
anniversary of the National Roads Law, that there 
were 50,000 kilometres of roads in Argentina fit for 
traffic in all weathers, while 20,000 kilometres of new 
earth roads and 3,000 kilometres of paved roads were 
in course of construction. 

The programme of the Roads Department, *adds 
the Commercial Counsellor, H.M. Embassy, Rio de 
Janeiro, envisages fourteen highways radiating from 
Buenos Aires: southward to Patagonia, westward to 
Chile, and northward to Brazil and Paraguay. 
Receipts from the petrol and other taxes assigned for 
road building amounted in 1935 to approximately $100 
million pesos, but although this is a high figure com- 
pared with the exiguous sums formerly spent, it still 
does not approach the amount that would be necessary 
to provide an adequate system throughout the 
Republic; for this reason the President of the Depart- 
ment is understood to be contemplating a personal 
visit to the United States with the object of studying 
the most economical methods of constructing highways 
over long distances where traffic is comparatively light. 
The above figures, however, do not represent the full 
extent of the progress which is being made, since they 
do not include provincial or municipal expenditure, 
particulars of which are not available. And apart 
from entirely new construction existing earth roads are 
being patched up all over the country, so that in many 
parts where, after heavy rains, they formerly became 
impassable for lengthy periods, they now recover com- 
paratively quickly.

REPORT ON NORTHERN DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of Mr. 
J. Greenland Davies’ Report for the year 1935 on the inspec- 
tion of mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the 
Northern Division. The Report covers the inspection of all 
coal mines in Cumberland, Durham and Northumberland, 
and of the stratified ironstone mines in the North Riding of 
Yorkshire, which also come under the Act. 


There were altogether under the Act 365 mines at work 
in the Division during the year, and at these mines 2,495 
underground and 857 surface inspections were made in addi- 
tion to 663 inspections by inspectors of horses. The average 
number of persons employed, at 161,200, and the total out- 
put of coal, ironstone and other minerals, at approximately 
48 million tons, showed very little variation from the pre- 
vious year. The output of coal was about 46 million tons. 


One hundred and sixty-one persons were killed and 745 
injured as a result of reportable accidents, representing a 
decrease of four in the number of deaths but an increase of 
64 in the number of injuries as compared with the previous 
year.

REPORT ON YORKSHIRE DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines also announces the publication of 
Mr. H. J. Humphrys’ Report for the year 1935 on the 
inspection of mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the 
Yorkshire Division. 


In this Division there were 246 mines at work in 1935, 
employing on the average 141,000 persons. At these mines 
1,993 underground and 597 surface inspections were made 
during the year, and, in addition, 300 inspections were 
made by inspectors of horses. The total output of minerals 
was nearly 41 million tons, practically all of it coal, as 
against 40 million tons in 1934. 

The main portion of the Report is taken up with statistics 
of accidents and descriptions of the ways in which they 
might have been avoided. There were 171 deaths from 
accidents in the Division during the year, as compared 
with 107 in 1934, and 441 persons were injured by report- 
able accidents, or 15 more than in 1934. The large rise in 
the number of fatal accidents is accounted for by increases 
of 28 in the number of deaths from explosions, of 15 from 
falls, of 15 from haulage and of six from surface accidents. 
The causes of these increases are discussed under the 
appropriate headings.

REPORT ON NORTH MIDLAND DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines further announces the publication 
of Mr. J. R. Felton’s Report for the year 1935 on the inspec- 
tion of mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the North 
Midland Division. 


During 1935 there were altogether 181 mines at work in 
the Division, which comprises the coalfields of Derbyshire, 
leicestershire and Nottinghamshire and the ironstone dis- 
tricts of Northamptonshire and Lincolnshire. At these 
mines 1,655 underground and 594 surface inspections were 
made during the year, and in addition 237 inspections were 
made by inspectors of horses. 


The Report shows that the slight improvement in the out- 
put of mineral compared with 1934 was mainly due to an 
increase in the production of ironstone. Over 29 million 
tons of coal were raised, but, despite a slight increase in 
output, the average number of persons employed decreased 
from 104,500 in 1934 to 101,800 in 1935. This decrease is 
reflected in the output per person employed, which rose from 
26-9 cwts. to 27-6 ewts. This figure is higher than that for 
any other Inspection Division. 


The main portion of the Report deals with accidents, many 
of which are described with the help of illustrations and 
diagrams. The number of fatal and reportable non-fatal 
accidents fell from 109 and 439 respectively in 1934, to 86 and 
385 in 1935. The decrease in the number of fatal accidents 
Was mainly accounted for by improved figures for accidents 
from falls of ground, a development which is satisfactory in 
view of the fact that, during the two previous years the rate

for these accidents was higher than that for any other 
Division.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR MARCH 
QUARTER 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of March and 
the four weeks ended March 21, 1936, published by the 
Minister of Transport, show that the total number of 
passenger journeys (excluding season ticket holders) taken 
on all standard gauge railways in Great Britain in the 
month of March was 99,150,032, an increase compared with 
March, 1935, of 3,793,382, or 4:0 per cent. The journeys 
taken by passengers at reduced fares increased by 2,369,129 
and those at standard or ordinary fares by 1,424,253. The 
receipts from passengers (excluding season ticket holders) 
showed an increase of £142,539, or 4:5 per cent. 


If the railway undertakings of the London Passenger 
Transport Board be omitted, the figures show an increase 
in journeys of 1,902,948, or 3-0 per cent., and an increase in 
receipts of £117,305, or 4:2 per cent. For all companies 
the receipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcels post), were £211,673 more than in March, 
1935. In the four weeks ended March 21, 1936, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 406,804, compared with the 
four weeks ended March 23, 1935. 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended March 21, 1936, was 
22,751,836, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1935 of 732,274 tons, or 3:3 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £7,238,246, an increase 
of £323,154, or 4:7 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 444,066 more than in the corresponding period of 1935, 
an increase of 4-3 per cent. The average train load increased 
from 1274 to 132 tons, but the net ton miles per engine hour 
decreased from 4701 to 4672. 


PassENGER RETURNS FOR MARCH QUARTER 


With the monthly railway statistics is published a table of 
the aggregate figures for the three months ended March 31 
and the twelve weeks ended March 21, 1936. 

Passenger journeys made during the three months, ex- 
cluding season ticket holders, show an increase compared 
with the corresponding period of last year of 16,509,979, or 
5:9 per cent. 

The following table shows the aggregate figures of 
passenger traffic for the first quarter of 1936 and the in-

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS

RAINFALL 


Calcutta, July 5.—Rainfall was general in Malabar on 
five days; in East Central India on four; in Bengal, Mysore 
and Konkan on three; and in Bihar, Orissa and Assam on 
two days. The monsoon has been active in Bihar and Chota 
Nagpur. 


Crop ConpDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, June 27.—Very heavy rain has fallen along the 
west coast. Sowing of paddy and dry crops in the Circars is 
proceeding. The condition of standing crops is fair. 

Bihar, June 29.—There has been general rain. Sugarcane 
is in fair condition. Sowing of bhadoi, paddy and jute is 
complete in Purnea. 

Orissa, June 29.—Rainfall has been general, being heavy 
in Balasore and Cuttack, and rivers are flooded. Paddy 
sowing is progressing, though greatly retarded. 
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Punjab, June 29.—Rain has been general, with a maxi- 
mum of 8-13 inches in Rohtak and a minimum of 0-01 inch 
in Dera Ghazi Khan. Standing crops have benefited. Crops 
are in average to good condition. 


Central Provinces, June 27.—Moderate to heavy rain has 
fallen. The condition of khariff is satisfactory. 


Bombay, July 4.—There has been heavy rain in South 
Konkan. 


Sind, July 4.—Rainfall has been widespread. Cotton is 
making progress. 


Bengal, July 1.—In general rainfall has been light to 
moderate, but it has been heavy in places. Weeding of 
autumn crops is going on, and reaping is proceeding in 
places. Crop prospects are satisfactory. 

Assam, July 6.—The weather has been seasonable and 
crop prospects are fair. 

United Provinces, June 27.—Rainfall generally has been 
heavy. Sowing of khariff is progressing. Standing crops 
are in good condition and prospects are favourable.

Imports from the United Kingdom 
were higher by £500,000 than in the preceding year, and, 
as may be seen from the following table, showing the chief 
sources of imports, the respective percentages of the total 
were 28-43 and 25-25.

Exports were also higher by almost £450,000. The total 
value of 5,248,522 dinars (as against 4,785,338 dinars in 
1934-35) included oil products to the amount of 1,733,967 
dinars. The United Kingdom’s share of the trade amounted 
to 1,119,705 dinars, as compared with 1,504,052 dinars, or 
nearly £400,000 less than in 1934-35, but included a slightly 
higher percentage (31°85, as against 31-43) of the total 
value of exports of Iraqi produce other than oil products.

Imports in May last amounted in value to 78-4 million 
kroner, the highest figure for the spring season for many 
years. In May, 1935, the total was 75:3 million kr. As com- 
pared with the corresponding month of 1935, imports of 
fats, minerals of all kinds and metals have been considerably 
greater, while the value of ships imported amounted to only 
6 million kr, as against 10 million kr. 


Exports in May last totalled 48-7 million kr, as against 
46-7 million kr. a year earlier. The difference in the figures 
for the two months was due to increases in the value of ex- 
ports of mechanical wood pulp, ores, fertilisers, herring and 
fish and hides and skins. 


The figures for the first five months of 1936 and the com- 
parisons for the corresponding periods of the two previous 
years, as amended by the Statistical Central Bureau, are as

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA 
FOREIGN TRADE, JULY—DECEMBER, 1935 


The British Consul-General at Lourenco Marques reports 
that the trade returns, for the six months ended December 
31, 1935, of the Government-administered part of 
Portuguese East Africa show that the Colony’s total trade, 
including bunkering and transit traffic, amounted to 
1,620,850 contos, an increase of 205,704 contos over the re- 
sults for the first six months of last year and of 167,446 
contos over those for the corresponding period of 1934. 

The value of imports for local consumption increased from 
112,028 contos in the corresponding period of 1934 to 140,376 
contos. The value of national exports also rose from 89,970 
contos to 123,023 contos. The value of transit traffic rose 
from 553,628 contos to 574,863 contos, while re-exports and 
bunkering also increased in value from 67,026 contos to 
103,863 contos. 


There was considerable increase in imports of fuel and 
lubricating oils, timber, cement, iron and steel in bars, 
sheets, etc., textiles, rice, wines and spirits, sulphur, flour, 
preserved fish, olive oil, kaffir hoes, electrical machinery and 
fixed railway material. Decreases were shown in imports of 
petrol, railway sleepers, zinc bars and sheets, tea, agricul- 
tural instruments and machinery, industrial and road- 
making machinery, railway rolling-stock and unspecified 
steel manufactures. 


Sources or Imports 


The Colony’s imports came mainly from Portugal, 30 per 
cent.; the United Kingdom (including re-exports from 
Portugal), 15 per cent.; the Union of South Africa, 11-5 per 
cent.; the United States, 10 per cent.; Germany (including 
re-exports from Portugal), 7-1 per cent.; and Japan (includ- 
ing re-exports from Portugal), 4-3 per cent. Portugal con- 
tinued to strengthen its position, at the expense of foreign 
suppliers, in the market for cement, unbleached and 
bleached cotton piece-goods, dyed and printed cotton piece- 
goods and manufactures, piece-goods of silk and rayon 
mixtures, olive oil, fresh fruit, kaffir hoes, footwear and 
soap. Portugal lost ground to foreign suppliers of lime, 
dried and salted codfish, biscuits, enamelware and _ per- 
fumery. 


Seventy-five motor cars and eighty-seven lorries were im- 
ported, as compared with sixty-nine and sixty-six in the 
same period of 1934, and thirty-seven and sixty-one in the 
same period of 1933. 


Export TRADE 


Exports of the Colony’s produce were valued at 93,185 
contos, compared with 64,670 contos for the last six months 
of 1934. The principal increases in value were shown by 
cotton, sisal, oil-seeds (especially ground nuts and copra 
and except sesame in which there was a decreasé), cashew- 
nuts, railway sleepers, cement, mica and bees-wax. Exports 
of white sugar increased while those of yellow sugar fell. 
Decreases were also shown in exports of cow-hides, ebony, 
ground nut oil, sesame oil, castor oil, potatoes, maize, kaffir 
beans, bananas, sea slugs and salt. 


DESTINATION OF Exports 


The Colony’s exports were taken mainly by Portugal, 18-6 
per cent.; Belgium, 16-7 per cent. ; Germany, 15-9 per cent. ; 
and Holland, 11-5 per cent. The Union of South Africa took 
10-6 per cent., British India 5:5 per cent., and the United 
Kingdom 2:7 per cent.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


CONDITIONS IN BUSINESS AND INDUSTRY 


The effects of the Veterans’ Bonus payment are visible in 
the current retail trade of the United States, reports show- 
ing wide gains above a year ago. Industrial activity is also 
well maintained, showing a few signs of the usual seasonal 
recession. The Federal Reserve Board reports that business 
for the first five months was the most active for four years. 
The index of business activity of the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany for May was 82-2, against 82-9 in April and 71-5 a year 
earlier. The wholesale price index on June 15 was 54-1, as 
against 53-3 the month earlier and 54-5 the year earlier. 

Production of electricity for the week ended June 20 
reached a new high record, being 13 per cent. above a year 
ago and exceeding 2,000 million kilowatt hours for the 
second time in the history of the industry. 


Sales of ordinary life insurance in May were 1 per cent. 
above a year ago, and this was the first month since 
November last showing a gain above the year earlier. The 
total for the first five months was 11 per cent. below that 
for the corresponding period of last year. 


Sales of 28 chain stores in May were 16-4 per cent. above 
a year ago, and the total for the first five months was 
9-95 per cent. higher. 

Construction contracts in May were 70 per cent. above 
May, 1935, and the total for the first five months of 1936 
was 81 per cent. above that of a year earlier. 


Farm income from the sale of the principal products for 
the first four months was 1,899,532,000 dollars, as against 
1,668,144,000 dols. in the first four months of last year. 


Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended June 27 was 82-6, as against 82-5 
the week earlier and 82-3 the fortnight earlier.—Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York (London Office).

Commercial Treaties and

GERMANY—IRAQ 
COMMERCIAL TREATY 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Commercial 
Treaty between Germany and Iraq of August 4, 1935, 
entered into force on June 11, 1936, ratifications having 
been exchanged on May 26, 1936. The Treaty will remain 
in force indefinitely, subject to denunciation at three 
months’ notice. 


The Treaty provides that the nationals of the one Party 
are to receive in the territories of the other Party most- 
favoured-nation treatment in respect of their persons, their 
property, rights and interests, and taxation. Companies 
partnerships and associations constituted in accordance with 
the laws of the one Party when admitted to the territories 
of the other are to enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment. 
Exception to this treatment is made, however, in the case of 
privileges or favours granted to persons or companies by 
special concessions. 


Most-favoured-nation treatment is also provided for in 
respect of Customs duties and formalities (both as regards 
importation and exportation) and of internal dues. 


The Parties undertake to give effect in their mutual rela- 
tions to the provisions of the International Convention and 
Statute on Freedom of Transit of April 20, 1921, and, as 
regards samples and specimens, of Article 10 of the Inter- 
national Convention relating to the Simplification of 
Customs Formalities of November 3, 1923. 

The most-favoured-nation provisions of the Treaty are not 
to apply to:— 

(a) Favours accorded to facilitate frontier traffic; 

(b) Favours granted to a third State in virtue of a 
Customs Union; 

(c) Any special advantages in Customs matters which 
Iraq may grant to goods the produce or manu- 
facture of Turkey or of any country whose terri- 


tory was, in 1914, wholly included in the Ottoman 
Empire in Asia.

EXPORTATION AND TRANSHIPMENT OF 
CERTAIN GOODS 


The ‘‘Indian Trade Journal ’’ of June 18, 1936, contains 
copies of Notifications (No. 41—Customs and No, 42— 
Customs), dated June 13 and issued by the Government of 
India in the Finance Department (Central Revenues), which 
prohibit at all Customs ports the transhipment of the goods 
specified below when destined for the ports of Pondicherry 
and Karikal, and also prohibit the shipment for export to 
these ports of :— 

‘Silk and artificial silk goods, silver, sugar, 
saccharine, gold thread, silver thread and wire (includ- 
ing so-called thread and wire mainly of silver), silver 
leaf, including also imitation gold and silver thread and 
wire, lametta and metallic spangles.’’ 


The ‘ Journal ’’ also contains a copy of a Notification 
(No. 40—Customs), dated June 13 and issued by the Govern- 
ment of India in the Finance Department (Central 
Revenues), which prohibits the payment of drawback upon 
the re-exportation of such goods to the aforementioned 
ports.

IRISH FREE STATE 


REVOCATION OF QUOTA ORDER—CEMENT 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of ‘‘ Control of 
Imports (Quota No. 30) (Revocation) Order, 1936,’’ made by 
the Irish Free State Executive Council on June 30, 1936, 
which revokes previous Orders made under the ‘‘ Control of 
Imports Act, 1934,’’ and terminates the current quota period 
as from July 1, 1936. 

This revocation only removes the restrictions on the im- 
portation of cement as imposed under the provisions of the 
‘** Control of Imports Act, 1934.” The restrictions provided 
for in the ‘‘ Cement Act, 1933,’’ continue in force, and 
cement may now only be imported under licence from the 
Minister of Industry and Commerce. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON WALLPAPER 

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘‘ Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (No. 105) Order, 1936,’’ made by the 
Irish Free State Executive Council on June 30, 1936, which 
imposes a duty of 50 per cent. ad valorem or 1d. per linear 
yard in the length (irrespective of the width), whichever is 
greater, on paper imported into the Irish Free State on or 
after July 1, 1936, which is, in the opinion of the Revenue 
Commissioners, of a kind suitable for the decoration of walls 
or of ceilings. This duty is in addition to the duty of 5 
per cent. ad valorem already payable on wallpaper. 

Provision is made for the duty-free admission under licence 
of these goods, subject to certain conditions. 


QUOTA ON BRUSHES, BROOMS AND MOPS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of June 4, 1936 (page 829), the United King- 
dom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has forwarded to the 
Board of Trade copies of the ‘‘ Control of Imports (Quota 
No. 26) (Amendment), (Quota No. 27) (Amendment) and 
(Quota No. 28) (Amendment) Orders, 1936,’’ made by the 
Irish Free State Executive Council on June 26, 1936, which 
exclude, as from July 1, 1936, any brush which is a feather 
quill containing hair or ‘fibre, from the scope of the original 
Orders relating to the quotas on brushes, brooms and mops. 


QUOTA ON RUBBER-PROOFED GOODS

PALESTINE 


EXEMPTION FROM IMPORT DUTY OF SILK 
AND ARTIFICIAL SILK TISSUES 


Supplement No. 2 of the ‘‘ Palestine Gazette,’’ No. 604, 
of June 18 contains the Silk Tissue Importation (Dyeing and 
Printing) Rules, 1936, which provide for the importation free 
of duty of silk tissue and artificial silk tissue imported for 
the purpose of dyeing and/or printing in Palestine provided 
that such goods are exported to the country whence con- 
signed within three months from the date of importation and 
through the place of the original importation. 

The full text of the Rules may be inspected by persons 
interested on application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1.

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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 
UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


IMPOSITION OF DUMPING DUTY ON CERTAIN 
STEEL SHEETS FROM THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Proclamation 
No. 142 of 1936, which provides for the imposition, on and 
after June 15, of an “ ordinary ’’ dumping duty on black 
steel plates and sheets, except those exceeding 4 feet by 
12 feet by #s inch in any one dimension imported into the 
Union from the United States of America. 


BUDGET, 1936 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 2 (pages 24 to 33), it should be noted 
that no changes in the Customs duties are provided in the 
Budget under Items 63 and 64 of the Union Customs Tariff 
and these items should, therefore, be deleted from the 
statement. It should also be noted that the present rate of 
duty under Item 61 (d) ii is 9d, per Ib. 


AMENDMENT OF CUSTOMS TARIFF AND 
EXCISE DUTIES AMENDMENT ACT, 1925 


With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.” of July 2 
(pages 24 to 33) regarding the changes made in the Union 
Customs Tariff under the 1936 Budget, particulars are pub- 
lished below of amendments to the text of the Customs 
Tariff and Excise Duties Amendment Act, 1925, which are 
proposed in the Customs Tariff Amendment Bill, 1936 :— 


Goops ADMITTED UNDER REBATE OF Duty 


Sections 2 and 12 (1) are to be amended by the addition 
of the words shown in italics :— 

2. (1) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (2), the 
goods described in Class XV of the First Schedule shall, 
subject to such conditions and regulations as the Minister 
may prescribe, be admitted into the Union under rebate of 
customs duties to the extent specified in the respective 
items of the said class, provided such goods are imported 
for use only in the industry mentioned in each instance. 


(2) Rebate of customs duty shall not be allowed in terms 
of sub-section (1) except in respect of goods imported for 
use in @ factory— 

(a) which is situated in an area approved by the 

Minister ; 

(b) which has been registered under the Factories Act, 
1918 (Act No. 28 of 1918), or any amendment 
thereof; and 

(c) in which the number of operatives employed exceeds 
a number to be specified by the Minister in re- 
spect of the particular industry carried on in that 
factory.” 


‘© 12 (1) The Governor-General may, by proclamation 
in the Gazette, declare that, subject to regulations set out 
in such proclamation— 


‘* (n) there shall be allowed a rebate of the whole or any 
part of the duty otherwise payable on steam 
wagons, and motor trucks and chassis therefor 
with or without tyres or tubes (one tyre and tube 
fitted to each wheel), trailers and road rollers 
imported for or taken out of bond by any local 
authority for use in road construction or main- 
tenance, and on tractors motor spirit, fuel oil 
and lubricating oil imported for or taken out of 
bond by any divisional council in the province of 
the Cape of Good Hope or by the United Trans- 
keian Territories General Council for use in road 
construction or maintenance. 


(q) there shall be allowed, subject to such exceptions 
as may be specified in the proclamation, a rebate 
of the duties otherwise payable on goods which 
having been grown, produced or manufactured 
in the Union are exported therefrom and there- 
after are returned to or brought back by the 
exporter in the Union without having been sub- 
jected to any process of manufacture or manipu- 
lation: Provided that— 

(i) any such goods manufactured and exported 
in bond shall on their return be liable to the 
customs duties leviable on those goods at the time 
when they are brought back; 

(ii) any such goods in respect of which a refund 
or drawback of customs duties was made upon 
their export, shall only be admitted on payment 
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of the duties leviable at the time of re-importa- 
tion on that portion of the goods in respect of 
which the refund or drawback was made; 


(tt) any such goods in respect of which a rebate 
was allowed or a refund was made of excise duties, 
shall on their return become liable to the excise 
duties leviable on similar goods grown, produced 
or manufactured in the Union at the time when 
they are brought back; and 


(iv) any such goods in respect of which a bounty 
or subsidy has been paid upon export shall only 
be admitted upon payment of an amount equal 
to such bounty or subsidy.” 


SpeciaAL Duties ON [RON aND STEEL PRopvucts 
The following new section is to be introduced :— 


(1) Whenever, after report by the Board of Trade and 
Industries, the Minister is satisfied that iron and steel 
products of any particular class or kind manufactured in 
the Union have been or are being or are likely to be ex- 
ported to the Union at a price that would cause detriment 
to the iron and steel industry in the Union, and is further 
of opinion that it would be in the public interest to levy 
in respect of such goods a special duty, the Minister may, 
from time to time determine in respect of that particular 
class or kind of iron and steel products, a price on board 
ship at any of the several ports of discharge in the Union, 
or at any cf the several ports in Africa at which goods are 
discharged for removal overland to the Union, below which 
price that class or kind of goods shall not be imported into 
the Union through that port; and he shall thereupon 
notify the same in the Gazette: Provided that the price 
so determined and notified shall be an amount which, in 
the opinion of the Minister, based upon a report made 
by the Board of Trades and Industries, is the fair average 
price on the world’s market, plus normal insurance and 
freight charges to the port of discharge. 


(2) If, after the issue of such notification any person 
imports into the Union any goods of a cluss or kind, to 
which in terms thereof such price is applicable, at a c.i.f. 
price which is less than the price so determined and 
notified, in respect of the port of discharge of such goods, 
there shall be charged, levied, collected and paid on such 
goods on importation into the Union, in addition to any 
other duties payable thereon, a special duty, equal to the 
difference between the said c.i.f. price and the price so 
determined and notified. 


(3) If, after the issue of such notification, any goods of 
a class or kind to which in terms thereof such price is 
applicable are sold or offered for sale at any place in the 
Union in the ordinary course of trade for an amount which 
is less than the price so determined and notified plus land- 
ing, transportation and delivery charges and the duties 
payable under the principal Act and this Act, there shall 
be charged, levied, collected and paid on such goods in 
respect of their importation a special sales duty which 
shall be equal to the difference between the selling price 
and the price so determined and notified plus the charges 
and duty mentioned in this sub-section, and which shall 
be payable by the importer of the goods. 


(4) For the purposes of this section “‘c.i.f. price ”’ shall 
mean the price paid or to be paid by the importer for the 
goods on board ship at the port of discharge including 
insurance and freight charges, or the export price as de- 
fined in section nineteen of the principal Act together 
with insurance and freight charges paid or to be paid for 
conveyance of the goods to the port of discharge. 


(5) No special duty or special sales duty shall be payable 
under this section in respect of goods which were shipped 
to the Union on or before the twenty-second day of May, 
1936, or which the Commissioner of Customs is satisfied 
were purchased or ordered before that date for shipment 
ment to the Union in order that they may be used in the 
fulfilment of contracts entered into before the twenty- 
second day of May, 1936, for the erection of buildings or 
constructional works. 


(6) The Minister shall, in the course of each ordinary 
session of Parliament, lay upon the Tables of both Houses 
of Parliament a report showing the prices charged by 
producers in the Union for the classes and kinds of iron 
and steel products in respect of which a price has been 
determined and notified in terms of this section, and the 
prices charged for those classes and kinds of goods by pro- 
ducers in the principal countries from which such goods 
are exported to the Union. 
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Dumpine Duties 


It is proposed to add the following proviso to the section 
relating to ‘‘ ordinary ’’ dumping duty :— 


‘* Provided, further, that in respect of any particular 
class or kind of goods the ordinary dumping duty may 
be limited to a percentage of the value for duty pur- 
poses, or alternatively to a specific rate per unit of 
quantity, volume or weight, such percentage of alter- 
native specific rate to be determined by the Governor- 
General and notified by him by proclamation in the 
Gazette.” 


A similar provision is also to be added to the section deal- 
ing with “ exchange ’’ dumping duty. The following new 
sub-sections are to be raised, the existing provisions relating 
to ‘‘ freight ’’ dumping duty having been deleted :— 


(6) Whenever after investigation and report by the 
Board of Trade and Industries the Minister is satisfied— 


(a) that goods which are of a class or kind produced or 
manufactured in the Union have been or are 
being or are likely to be exported to the Union 
from a particular country or port of shipment at 
a rate of freight or at freight charges less than 
the rate of freight certified by the South African 
Shipping Board as being the normal freight rate 
chargeable on that class or kind of goods from 
that country or port; 


(6) that such reduction is exceptional in character ; 


(c) that detriment to an industry within the Union may 
result from such reduction; and 


(d) that it would be in the public interest to impose a 
freight dumping duty in respect of such goods, 


the Minister may from time to time determine the mini- 
mum rate of freight which shall be applicable to goods 
of that class or kind shipped from that country or port 
to any of the several ports of discharge in the Union or to 
any of the several ports in Africa at which goods are dis- 
charged for removal overland to the Union; and he shall 
thereupon notify the same in the Gazette: provided that 
the minimum rate so determined and notified shall in no 
case exceed the normal freight rate as certified in terms 
of paragraph (a). 


(7) If after the issue of such notification any person 
imports into the Union any goods of a class or kind to 
which in terms thereof any such minimum rate is applic- 
able, there shall, if such goods have been shipped from any 
such country or port to any such port of discharge at a 
rate of freight or freight charges less than the minimum 
rate so determined and notified in respect of goods of that 
class or kind shipped from that country or port to that 
port of discharge, be charged, levied, collected and paid 
on such goods on their importation into the Union, in 
addition to the duties otherwise prescribed, a freight 
dumping duty equal to the difference between the rate of 
freight or freight charges actually paid and the minimum 
rate of freight so determined and notified. 


(8) A dumping duty imposed under this section shall 
not apply to goods admitted into the Union under rebate 
of customs duties in terms of section two, unless in the 
ease of a dumping duty imposed under sub-section (1), 
the Governor-General by proclamation has declared, or, in 
the case of a dumping duty imposed under sub-section (4) 
or (7), the Minister has notified in the Gazette that the 
dumping duty shall apply to such goods. 


FOREIGN 


BELGIUM 
CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 
In amplification of the notice on the above subject in the 
“ B.T.J.”’ of July 2 (pages 33-34) it should be noted 


that the Federation of British Industries is included in 
the list of bodies authorised to visa certificates of 
origin ; and 

that the bodies authorised to visa certificates of origin 
may do so only in respect of goods produced or 
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manufactured in the United Kingdom. In respect 
of goods of other origin exported from the United 
Kingdom the visa of a Belgian Consul is required. 


BOLIVIA 


CUSTOMS DUTIES INCREASED 


H.M. Representative at La Paz reports, by telegraph, 
that a Decree, dated July 3, provides for increases in the 
Bolivian import duties varying from 20 per cent. to 275 per 
cent. according to the nature of the goods. 


Further particulars will be published when the text of the 
Decree is received. 


BULGARIA 
EXCHANGE REGULATIONS 


H.M. Representative at Sofia has forwarded a translation 
of a Decree-Law, promulgated in ‘‘ State Gazette ’’ No. 177 
of May 29, 1936, which amplifies the law governing trans- 
actions in foreign payments. By this new enactment, the 
National Bank of Bulgaria is empowered to determine the 
maximum rate of premium payable in connection with 
‘* compensatory trade ’’ and to purchase foreign exchange on 
the authorised local exchange market at fixed premium 
rates for subsequent disposal to importing firms in need of 
exchange in conformity with the Bank’s regulations. 


H.M. Representative also reports that the National Bank 
of Bulgaria published in ‘ State Gazette”? No. 123 of 
June 6 an announcement to the effect that the maximum 
rate of premium payable for foreign exchange is fixed at 
35 per cent. of the official (controlled) rate of exchange, and 
that persons guilty of a breach of the law are liable to heavy 
fine and imprisonment. 


CHILE 
EXPORT OF SCRAP COPPER 


H.M. Representative at Santiago reports that a Decree 
No. 1,448, published in the “‘ Diario Oficial” of May 4, 
provides that the Ministry of Finance may authorise the 
export of scrap copper from Chile provided that such export 
does not prejudice the interests of metallurgical industries 
consuming this product. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
SUPPLEMENTARY DUTIES ON GRAIN 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘“‘ B.T.J.” of June 11, 1936 (pages 872-3), a Decree, 
No, 145, of June 2, 1936, issued by the Czechoslovak Govern- 
ment annuls the rates of surcharge to the Czechoslovak 
Customs duties as fixed by Decree No. 118 of May 4, 1936, 
and provides that until further notice and as from June 10, 
1936, this variable surcharge shall be paid at the following

42,412), dated May 2, 1936, and published in the Greek 
“ Official Gazette,’’ No. 88, Part II, of May 26, 1936, which 
provides for the transfer of sodium arseniate (sodium arseni- 
cosum) [ex Tariff Class 159 (g) (19)] from List A (Goods 
which may be inported from any country and in any quan- 
tity) to List D (Goods the import of which is subject to the 
issue of a special permit). 


Impeort PERMITS FoR SAMPLES OF Goops on List B 


A further Ministerial Decree (No. 48,419), dated May 9, 
1936, and published in the Greek ‘ Official Gazette,” No. 
89, Part II, of May 26, 1936, authorises the Greek Sample 
Committees to issue import permits for samples of goods 
which are free against exchange of products (List B) origin- 
ating from countries with which Greece is not bound by 
clearing agreements, provided that an allocation of free ex- 
change has been agreed by special decisions of the Greek 
Ministers of Finance and National Economy for the import 
of goods on List B from such countries. 

Such permits in no case constitute a legal justification 
for granting exchange.

A Supplementary Protocol of January 28, to the Italo-

(Rome) of June 25, effective on the date of pub- 
lication, which suspends the import duties on these goods 
imposed by the Royal Decree-Law of January 19, in force on 
January 29 (see the ‘ B.T.J.”’ of February 27, page 315). 
The Decree of June 21 also suspends the import duty on wool 
waste and flock (Tariff No. 212) retrospectively from Janu- 
ary 29. Wool, natural, or in the grease, and washed wool 
(Tariff No, 211 (a) and (b) ) and wool waste and flock (Tariff 
No, 212) remain exempt from the payment of the 15 per 
cent. surtax.

No. 139, of June 18, 1936, the import quota tax on 
ultramarine (Tariff No. 1771) in lump or powder, in any 
packing, has been increased from 0-50 lei to 10 lei per 
kilogramme. 


SWITZERLAND 
CONTROL AND SALE OF FOODSTUFFS, ETC. 


The Swiss Federal Council has issued an Ordinance, dated 
May 28, with effect as from June 20, which replaces the 
previous ordinance of February 23, 1926 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ 
of April 8, 1926, page 416), regarding the regulation and 
control of foodstuffs and other articles for current con- 
sumption. 

The Ordinance lays down standards of purity and con- 
tains restrictions respecting substances used for preserving, 
colouring or refining foodstuffs, which apply also to the use 
of certain chemicals in the manufacture of clothing, 
cosmetics and toilet preparations. 

Certain new regulations are extended to such articles as 
Grade A and pasteurised milk, dietetic products, infants’ 
foods, mineral waters, tobacco and tobacco preparations. 

Goods which do not comply with the new regulations may 
be allowed on the market provisionally during a transitional 
period of six months.

PROHIBITION OF ABSINTHE 

The Swiss Federal Council have issued a Decree, dated 
June 2, which modifies the existing legislation prohibiting 
the manufacture, importation or sale of absinthe, or of 
any liguor which is an imitation of absinthe, throughout the 
Swiss Confederation. 

The modifications apply particularly to imitations of 
absinthe, such as alcoholic beverages aromatised with 
aniseed, fennel, etc., and having an odour or taste charac- 
teristic of absinthe, whether intended for consumption with 
or without the addition of water, all such imitations being 
henceforth prohibited in Switzerland.

14201/1V, dated June 15, 1936, and effective as from 
June 25, 1936, regarding the control of imports into Yugo- 
slavia from non-clearing countries (including the United 
Kingdom). 


In order that the goods from non-clearing countries 
enumerated in the above-mentioned notice may be passed 
through the Customs, the importer must submit to the 
Customs House a permit from the National Bank of Yugo- 
slavia as proof that he is authorised to purchase foreign ex- 
change. Import Customs procedure may be effected only 
after it has been established that the importer disposes of 
such a permit. The Customs House shall enter on the permit 
the number and date of the appropriate import declaration 
and the quantity of the respective goods, and shall then 
return the permit to the importer. The number and date 
of the permit issued by the National Bank and submitted by 
the importer shall also be entered on the import declaration. 


The Customs House shall not grant clearance in the case of 
goods imported from non-clearing countries where the im- 
porter fails to submit a permit from the National Bank for 
the purchase of foreign exchange. 


The National Bank of Yugoslavia has also issued the 
following instructions : — 


Applications for import permits shall be submitted 
direct to the National Bank by Yugosiav importers, and 
a separate application must be made in the case of each 
specific article. As from June 25, permits will be re- 
quired in respect of any of the articles referred to, 
imported from non-clearing countries, regardless of the 
date when the goods were ordered. 

The period of validity of permits issued by the 
Nationa] Bank shall relate only to the importation of 
the respective article. 

Import permits shall, at the same time, represent 
authorisation to effect payment for the goods indicated 
in the permit, and payment will be made only in the 
method laid down in the permit. In effecting payment, 
the Yugoslav importer shall submit to the authorised 
bank the documents required under Article 3 of the 
Currency Regulations and the permit from the National 
Bank on the basis of which importation has taken place 
in the respective cases. 


Yugoslav importers may effect payment in advance on 
the basis of import permits issued to them, provided that 
the regular undertakings are given. 


A translation of a Decision by the Import Committee has 
also been furnished by H.M. Representative at Belgrade, 
in which it is laid down that all importers, in submitting 
their first application to import from any non-clearing 
country any of the articles specified, shall submit to the 
National Bank a statement of the goods which they imported 
during the whole of 1935 and a separate statement regard- 
ing goods imported during the period from January 1 to 
June 25, 1936. 


INSPECTION OF COSMETIC PREPARATIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Belgrade 
has forwarded a translation of an Order, No. 8.1533, dated 
February 6, 1936, issued by the Minister of Public Wel- 
fare and Health, regarding the inspection of cosmetic 
preparations. 


Under this Order cosmetic preparations entering into cir- 
culation in their original sealed wrappers are to be inspected 
while in the hands of the producer or the responsible repre- 
sentative thereof, whilst those sold loose are to be inspected 
while in the hands of the seller. Packed preparations must 
bear on the wrapper the style and address of the producer 
or, in the case of foreign producers, the style and address of 
the responsible representative must be indicated in a suitable 
place. Foreign cosmetic preparations are subject to analysis 
by the Customs authorities on importation.

British Standard Specification for Alkaline Train-Lighting 
Accumulators. (B.S.S, No. 683-1936.) 

When the B.8.I. set up a Committee on Accumulators in 
1928 it was agreed to include both lead-acid and alkaline 
accumulators within the scope of the work to be undertaken. 

A Specification for the lead-acid type was prepared first, 
and issued in 1932 as B.S.S. 454. In 1934 the Committee was 
enlarged to include manufacturers of alkaline accumulators, 
and a Specification for this type was begun, which has now 
been completed and issued by the Institution as B.S.S. 683. 

The Specification follows closely, so far as this is possible, 
the form of B.S.S. 454, covering Definitions, Rating, Materials 
and Construction, Performance, and Acceptance Tests, while 
a Schedule of Particulars to be completed by the Manufacturer 
is included at the end.

British Standard Specification for Sugar Flasks. (B.S.S. No. 
675-1936.) 

The British Standards Institution has just issued a British 
Standard Specification for Sugar Flasks. This specification 
provides for two types of flask for use in sugar analysis, viz., 
a doubly graduated type suitable for the analysis of sugar 
factory juices and a singly-graduated type, of greater accuracy, 
suitable for the polarisation of sugars. 

The doubly-graduated type is provided in three sizes, i.e. 
50 ml. /55 ml., 10 ml./110 ml., and 200 ml./220 ml. capacity, 
their dimensions being based on a specification drawn up in 
1932 by the South African Sugar Technologists’ Association, 
who attached particular importance to the provision of an 
adequate air space above the upper graduation mark to ensure 
thorough mixing of the contents of a flask on shaking. The 
conical shape bulb has been adopted as it gives a wide base 
and minimises the tendency for bubbles to cling to the walls 
below the neck. 

For the polarisation of sugars double graduation is unneces- 
sary, and the high degree of accuracy required makes a narrow 
neck essential. The flask specified for this purpose was 
designed by Mr. J. S. Mann and is provided in one size only. 
Like the Kohlrausch flask it combines narrowness of neck at 
the graduation mark with an upper enlargement which is a 
safeguard against overflow when sugar is being washed into 
the flask. It has the practical advantage that it can be closed 
with the thumb and shaken with one hand with the utmost 
ease and with complete assurance that no liquid escapes during 
the shaking. The bulb is round, a form which is considered 
more convenient than the conical form for the dissolving of 
sugar.

The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required; — 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa.
